HOW TB TREAT YOUR HORSE IH HOT WEATHER 

(Hbmm Sftftiftty Not WftftHftr Italftft) 

1— Load lightly and drive slowly. 

2- Htop In the shade If possible. 

2—Water your horse as often as possible. Ho long as a horse Is work¬ 
ing, water In moderate quanfTtles will not hurt him. But let him drink 
only a few ewallows If he Is going to stand still. 

ft—When he corneajn after work, sponge off the harness marks and 
sweat, his eyes, his nose and moyth and the dock. Wash his feet, not 
his legs. 

6 — if the thermometer Is 76 degrees or higher, wipe him all over with 
a wet sponge. Use vinegar water If possible. Do not turn the hose on 
him. 

ft—Saturday night give him a bran mash. cold, and add a tablespoon- 
fui of saltpetre. 

7— Do not use a horse-hat unless It Is a canopy-top hat. The ordin¬ 
ary bell-shaped hat does more harm than good. 

ft—A sponge on top of the head, or even a cloth. Is good If kept wsL 
If dry, it 1s worse than nothing. 

9—If a horse Is overcome by heat, get him Into the shade, remove 
harness and bridle, wash out his mouth, sponge him all over, shower 
his legs and give him four ounces of aromatic spirits of ammonia, or 
two ounces of wseet spirits of nitre, tn a pin', of water, or give him n 
pint of coffee warm. Cool Ms head at once using cold water, or. If 
necessary, chopjied Ice, wrapped tn a cloth. 

lftr-If the horse Is off his feed, try him with two quarts of oats mixed 
with bran, and a little water, and add a little salt or sugar. Or give 
him oatmeal gruel or bArley water to drink. 

II—Watch your horse. If he stops sweating suddenly, or If he 
breathes short and quick, or If his ears droop, or If he stands with his 
legs braced sideways, he Is in danger of a heat or sunstroke and needs 
attention at once. 

* It—If It Is so hot that the horse sweats tn the stable at night, tie him 
outside Unless he cools off during the night, be cannot well stand th* 
next day's heat.

through aviation, and the Hat grows 
slmoat dally. |t has been apnurued 
■that the French government will |>rc- 
eent 125.000 to the Inventor, who de¬ 
vice* an appliance that wlU make 
aviation reasonably aafe. and will re¬ 
duce the risk# of the sport, to tlu*se 
that are associated with auto-mobil- 
lng or Alpine climbing. Now the in¬ 
ventors arise to assert that they have 
already 1 d o ne their part, and that the 
blame for the high death-rate Is to be 
laid at the door of the aviator* 8uch 
a dispassionate authority us the asso¬ 
ciate editor of the Aero Club's Bulletin 
says that the reckless n ess of the avi¬ 
ators Is to be blamed for most of the 
accidents that now occur. Aviators 
take lese notice of accidents than does 
the general public. Homo of them re¬ 
gard the apott ae a gamble In which 
they have a chance to win. and they 
readily take the chance either for the 
money they make out of their exhibi¬ 
tions or for the intoxication of flying, 
others say that when their time comes 
to die they will die. and that death is 
aa likely to meet them Irt a hotel lobby 
aa a thousand feet In the air. 

4t la certain that Oiere are devices 
whose general use would greatly In¬ 
crease the aviator's chances of making 
a successful flight that are Ignored by 
many professional flyers. Perhaps 
they think It had form to make 
a flight strapped In their seat 
and wearing a. helmet calculated to 
save their heads In the event of a fall. 
At any rate such a leader in the gume 
aa Latham, who met his death big 
game hunting In Africa, though he ad¬ 
mitted that the aviation helmet had 
saved many lives, declined to wear 
one, because It was more comfortable 
to wear a cloth cap. Few aviators use 
the safely belt, though Its effective¬ 
ness cannot be gainsaid. Especially is 
the belt necessary In monoplanes, 
which have tho habit of "landing on 
the nose" and throwing (Alt tho aviator 
In their downward flight. The belt la 
guaranteed to keep the aviator In his 
scat, no matter td what anglo the ma¬ 
chine tilts, and It can be lo«»sened at 
a second's notice. It la said that Molg- 
eant’s Hfe might have been saved had 
he been securely strapped to his Brat/ 

The stabiliser has proved Its value In 
keeping a flying machine on an even 
keel, and in removing 30 per cent, of 
the danger from a sudden gust of wind 
tilting it, yet comparatively few ma¬ 
chines are equipped With the stabiliser, 
bemuse It IS said that this contrivance 
InteFfere# with the StMMWI ' f ttfttfmt »af 
.the &K*fL and therefore makes spec¬ 


tacular stunts much more difficult. The 
general answer the aviators make to 
the charge of r«olhard!neas Is that 
aviation la "nine-tenths man and one-, 
tenth mechanism." nnd that if an; 
aviator Is careful he will not meet with 1 
accident. There Is a good deal of truth 
In this statement, as Is proved by the 
careers of the Wrights, and until avi¬ 
ation becomes nine-tenths mechanism 
and one-tenth aviator, there are likely 
to be many accidents due to reckless¬ 
ness. one hopeful sign Is-the decay of 
circus features of aviation. The pub- 
lk bus l>ec.ime accustomed to flying 
exhibitions, and promoters will no 
longer pay huge sums to aviators in the 
expectation that they will “flirt with 
death” for the amusement of the 
crowds. 

Makers of flying machines, by 
strengthening the maturtal* used In 
the machines, have done something to 
lessen the risk of accident. Steel Is 
more generally uaed In the framework, 
and the earlier bamboo la being dis¬ 
carded. There are heavier and stronger 
wheels, stronger cables for trussing, 
and double cables for controls As the 
horse-power of the motors Is Increused. 
the machines general!y are being more 
heavily built, and the added weight 
means added strength. Formerly the 
only lest a flying machine had was 
after It had been iMlUt and was ready 
for flight. Now each ssBtagta PRfJl to 
tealed before the various parts are as¬ 
sembled. The planes especially are 
subjected to severe testa before they 
are attached to the machines The first 
tests were made by placing a dead 
weight of sand, approximately equal to 
the wind pressure that they might be 
called upon to resist, upon the planes 
Of late a more scientific method has 
lo>en adoptod. The planes are set Upon 
a flat car. drawn by engines that will 
make from forty to seventy miles an 
hour. The planes are thus brought In 
contact with ths atmosphere at the 
same pressure that an actual flight 
would demand. They are manoeuvred 
as In flight, and a very thorough “try¬ 
out" la given them before they are at¬ 
tached to the machines 

Skilled aviators declare that speed Is 
not responsible for accidents In avi¬ 
ation as It Is in automoblllng. Ve- 
drtnes, aviator who had a serious 
fall not long ago. and was reported ns 
dead, has recovered sufficiently ta give 
to the French press his views on the 
subject. .He'says that the way for an 
aviator to escape death Is to fly so fast 
that death cannot overtake him. “If 
I go ten times faster than the wind." 
he says, “It Is not the wind that 
troubles mo; It Is I who trouble the 
wind." He blames neither himself nor 
aviation for hla own desperate acci¬ 
dent. but explains that his motor stop¬ 
ped because the gasoline tap was turn- 
»-.l off by the vibration ,of the engine. 
He was above a railroad track at the 
time, and in attempting to clear It 'one 
of the wings of hla machine struck a 
car. and he was hurled to the.ground. 
Vodrtnee says that If hla machine had 
been going a little faster he would have 
missed the cur, and glided safely to the 
ground. Hts Idea 1s that the way to 
safety lies la increasing the speed of 
machines, since the faster they go the 
anr they At th« merry of sudden 
gusts iot wind,and “air pockets.’*
